NEXT THURSDAY— Sept. 14—is the last day that those 
who are not on the Riverside county roll can register 
and qualify to vote at the November election. 
Those 
who have come here recently or have moved since they 
registered last fall will have to register again; and it is 
also important to remember that those who did NOT 
vote at the general election in 1948 also have to re-reg­ 
ister. Otherwise they w’ill lose their vote next November 
7th. 
In addition to e'ecting a U. S. senator and congress­ 
man, voters will pass on 11 state propositions. The most 
important proposition is Number 6 which is legalizing 
and licensing gambling in California. It is perhaps the 
most radical and dangerous piece of legislation ever put 
before the voters of this state, and every citizen should 
see that he is qualified to register his or her vote on the 
proposition. It sets up a commission to license gambling 
establishments and NAMES THE COMMISSIONERS: it 
also authorizes a state appropriation of $6,000,000 to pay 
the commission’s initial cost. The measure is deceptively 
titled as a "Pension and Welfare Funding Act" but does 
not improve the status of pensioners or change the quali­ 
fications. The measure is even opposed by many who 
favor letting down the bars against gambling in Cali­ 
fornia. Every voter should read this proposition before 
voting on it.

There is another proposition — Number 2 — which 
makes it unconstitutional for men to set themselves up 
in public office at a stated salary like the five who con­ 
cocted the proposition discussed above. There are sev- 
of w'hich will be discussed by The Desert Sun before the 
eral other important propositions to be voted upon, all 
election. 
The important thing is to see that you are registered. 
Those who are trying to put over propositions make cer­ 
tain th a t their adherents are registered. They depend for 
success on the apathy of many citizens who don’t take 
the trouble to register and vote. These are days when 
an American citizen should appreciate his RIGHT to vote 
more than at any other time in the history of the na­ 
tion. It is one of the most important rights of free people 
for w'hich our men are fighting and dying in Korea.

The storm brought the fiist 
rainfall of the season 
to the 
Village area, leaving a half inch 
of measurable 
moisture, 
more 
than half of the total fall last 
season. 


SEVERAL FIRES were started 
in the mountains back of the Vil­ 
lage by lightning, some of them 
close to town. Most of them were 
quenched in the heavy rainfall. 
Fires in Tahquitz. Chino and 
Snow Creek canyons called out 
fire fighting crews but all were 
controlled Monday. 
The storm sw ung around to 
the Village from the northwest 
and during its height w as ac­ 
companied by a brilliant display 
of lightning and heavy thunder. 


FIREMEN WERE CALLED o u t 
twice Sunday morning. At 1:15 
a.m. a blaze, started by an elec­ 
trical short, w as subdued in a 
tree at 1018 Mesa avenue and at 
1:45 a. m. another

quenched in a transformer at 
Indian avenue and Baristo road. 
California Electric Power com­ 
pany officers said that during 
the night they received 102 calls 
of power trouble on their lines 
in southern California.

Under tile law, the Sacramento 
office has the task of enrolling 


the Indians. 
According to Stew­ 
art. the act requires th at this 
work he completed by May 23, 
1951, and it is planned th at e n ­ 
rolling agents will soon 'cave 
for the field to visit reservations

A Glaring Evil 
(Sacramento Bee) 
Advocates of stricter California traf­ 
fic laws would do well to demand also 
a remedy for the glaring headlight evil. 
As any motorist knows, there is no 
excuse whatsoever for the blinding lights 
to be found on many vehicles. They 
cause a comparatively large proportion 
of the accidents. 
On highways where lanes and the 
roadside are plainly visible, the high 
beam rarely if ever is necessary. But 
time after time accounts of traffic col­ 
lisions include the explianation a driver 
was blinded by oncoming bright lights. 
It would be a good idea for the 
California Highway Patrol to cite, or at 
*east warn, more of these obvious of­ 
fenders. 
A recent report by safety agencies, 
motoring organizations and state offic­ 
ials throughout the country says many 
drivers have little or no vision resist­ 
ance against bright lights. 
And there are few drivers, indeed 
who do not require a dangerously long 
Tests have shown that an average 
period to recover from glare blindness. 


driver going 30 miles an hour—44 feei 
a second—and dazzled for three seconds 
by glaring headlights requires seven sec­ 
onds to recover his vision. 
In other words, he drives blindly 
for 10 seconds, or 440 feet. 
If he were driving 45, 50 or 55 miles 
an hour, the number of motorists en­ 
dangered would be increased accord­ 
ingly.

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False Peace Propaganda 
(From "Trends in Government,” 
the news service of the League 
of Women Voters) 
The propaganda war Is rag­ 
ing today as fiercely around the 
world as is the fighting in Korea. 
One aspect of this propaganda 
is a "peace" petition being em­ 
ulated at a time when world 
war seems frighteningly immi­ 
nent and the desire for peacp 
among thp peoples of the world 
has never been stronger. The 
'campaign for signatures to thp 
pettion has been pushed vigor­ 
ously in Europe and parts of 
Asia and is under way in the 
United States. 
The petition was drafted In 
Stockholm last March at a meet­ 
ing of the Partisans of Peace, 
an over all international organ­ 
ization to which many "Com­ 
munist front” bodies belong. The 
Soviet press and radio are using 
the petition in a full-scale attack 
against "American War Mong­ 
ers.”If this werp thp whole story, 
the peace petition would not bp 
the cause for alarm that it has 
become and would be dismissed 
as just another Soviet propa­ 
ganda device. The fact is. how­ 
ever. that the petition attracts 
millions of people who are not 
Communist sympathizers b u t 
who genuinely believe that by 
signing it they are helping the 
cause of world peace. 
HERE IS WHAT the petition 
says: 
"We demand the absolute 
banning of the atom weapon, 
arm of terror and mass exterm­ 
inaron of. populations. 
"We demand the establish­ 
ment of strict international 
control to ensure the imple­ 
mentation of this banning 
measure. 
"'We c o n s i d e r that any 
govprnnment which would be 
first to use the atom weapon 
against any country whatso­ 
ever would he committing a 
crimp against humanity and 
should be dealt with as a war 
criminal. 
"We call on all men of good 
will throughout the world to 
sign this appeal." 
The petition also quotes a 
statement made by UN Secretary- 
General Trygve Lie. "I bless 
everyone, each man and woman 
who fight for peacp. This is the 
aim -and target for which the 
United Nations stands.” 
Ppace is indeed the aim of the 
United Nations. But will this 


BECAUSE OF HE IMPASSE in 
thp Security Council, the General 
Assembly was asked to consider 
the problem at its session the 
fall of 1948. The Assembly gave 
approval to the majority plan by 
a vote of 4fi-6 'the six being thp 
Soviet blocv Thp Assembly also 
asked the five permanent mem­ 
bers of the .Security Council plus 
Canada to continue meeting in 
an effort to reach a basis for 
agreement.

In its fight against 
aggression in Korea it needs the 
support of w'orld - wide public 
opinion. Such support can be 
seriously diverted by the current 
"peace" campaign.
